A PATAL WRECK.

A Boene of Indesoribable Confussion
and Horror

A fatal wreok ocovrred on the Sants
Fo Railroad, one mils west of Fran-
oopia, Arizon, s awitoh station 20
miles ens: of Needlos, Cal., early Wed-
nesday. Soven trainmen were killed,
three passengers and 14 trainmen fnjuar-
ed. Limiled trains, bound eastward
and westward, erushed togother while
running at full speed.

The eastbound train was drawn by
engines, while the west bound train had
bat one locomotive. The trains were
orushed snd blown to pieces by an ex-
plosion wnich followed the ocollision,
Both trains were made up of vestibule
cars of the heaviest kind, and while
they ito.d the terrifis shock well and
Frotcoied the passengers to a great ex-
tent, ecveral of oaras took fire at onoe
and bursed up. The dining OATS, One
on each train, one Pullman and two
comptite oars were destroyed.

The oollision is said to have been
due to aditregard of ordors by the orew
of the wert boand train, though full
particu'ars on this point aro as yet
lacking. From all acoounts, however,
it is gathered that the esst bound train
kad ordors to take the siding at Fran-
conis and await the passing of the west
bound flyer, which was running two
hours late, and tryimg to make up time.
The esst bonod trein failed to reach
tho eiding, and, =3 the west bound train
did not wait fo: 1., tho two trains oame
togzther without warring and with an
awful orash. The boiler of the west
brund engice is £aid to have exploded
imwediately after the orash, soalding
to death those of the engine orew who
bad vot been killed outright,

A toene of awful confusion followed.,
The wassive engines piled upin an in-
desoribablo maes of broken and twisted
steel, while the teslding steam huog
in a dense, suffoosting clould over the
debris, from which the agonizing cries
of the injured and dying engineer could
be heard. The hesvy Pullmans and
ocmposite oars jammed the dining and
baggage cars upon thae heated pile of
debris, carrying death to the dining oar
erews and setting the oars afire,

From the mesgre dotails of the soenes
gathered from the passepgers, it is
learped that the sleeping oars, with one
or two ecxoeptions, suffered slightly,
and as a result the pasrengers were af
forded comparitive immupity from in-
jury. Bo far as learncd, only three
passengers, all from California, snffor-
ed irjuries of & revere charaoter, the
terrible rerults of the wreck being con
fined almost entirely to the train oraws
and the employes of the dining ocar
servioe,

The west bound limited carried a full
Passengor list from castern oitics, tut
1L appears none were injured.

Gold and 8ilvar iz 1900

The report of the director of
the United States mint shows
that althoagh the war in South
African has reduced the pro-
duction of gold in thaot section
from $73,000,000 in 1899 to $0,-
000,000 in 1900 this loss has been
in part offses by a gain of B14,-
000,000 in this country and in
Canada, and the world’s product
still aggregates the handsome
total of 257,000,000, or double
the aggregate ten years ago. As
the industrial uses of gold are

O0n,000 o year, there remains as
much more to expand the cur-
rency of the gold using coun-
tries. This expansion
valent to an increase of about 2
per cent a year upon the present
supply. In regard to silver the
director of the mint reports that
the total production, measured

by ounces, wus a trifle greater
than ever before, thouch its

commercial value wasof course
less than a decade ago, Daring
the last year, however., says the
report, the price of silver -
vanced from 39 cents an ounce
to 66 cents, the cause of the in-

crease being England's pur-
chase of #30,000,000 worth of

silver bullion for coinage into
rupees. These purchases, it is
remarked,. ‘“‘seem to restore
India to somewhere near
old position as a customer for
silver,”
